The  election  of  Numismatic  Literary 
Guild  Board  members  was  as  close  as 
any  in  the  history  of  the  Guild.

NUMISMATICS 

The  broad  study  of  numismatics  covers 
aspects  beyond  coins.  If  you  have  been 
reading  coin  publications  you  will  find 
that  one  ounce  silver  ingots  are  among 
the  most  popular  items  offered  for  sale. 

An  ever  expanding  group  of  collectors 
have  moved  into  this  field  but  they  may 
be  facing  a problem  which  has  harmed 
philatelies.  A continuing  wide  ranging 
group  of  issues  are  being  produced.  There 
are  too  many  new  issues  for  the  average 
collector  to  own  as  a set.  In  addition 
we  find  some  unusual  items  being  introduced. 

Limited  issues  are  offered  with  the 
mintages  escalating  to  a point  where  the 
term  "limited"  strains  credulity.  Every- 
thing is  limited  in  one  manner  or  another. 
Perhaps  we  need  a new  word  stressing  low 
mintages  rather  than  limited  offerings. 

Some  error  bars  give  every  indication  of 
having  been  deliberately  made.  Another 
touchy  spot  is  the  canceled  bar  that  is 
sold  to  the  public.  The  idea  of  a 
canceled  bar  is  to  Indicate  It  is  no 
longer  available.  Obviously,  we  must 
then  consider  how  do  you  cancel  a canceled 
bar?  There  are  gold  plated  bars  often 
described  in  glamorous  terms.  It  is  nice 
to  know  that  silver  bars  wear  a gold  face 
but  must  they  be  sold  as  great  rarities? 

It  all  adds  up  to  the  potential  abuse 
of  a prosperous  phase  of  the  numismatic 
hobby .

EDITOR'S  NOTE 

While  this  schedule  is  as 
accurate  and  complete  as  we 
could  make  it  at  deadline  time, 
there  will,  no  doubt,  be  some 
changes  in  it  by  convention  time. 


GRADING  PROBLEMS 
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Grading  is  a difficult  bugaboo  to  overcome  merely  because  there  has  not  been  any 
"Official"  system.  The  fine  work  by  Brown  & Dunn  and  Jim  Ruddy  in  creating  grading  systems 
as  been  neutralized  somewhat  because  standards  have  not  been  made  obligatory.  First 
Coinvestors,  Inc.  have  taken  an  interesting  step  which  may  assist  coin  collectors.  The 
following  letter  has  been  received  by  NLG  from  First  Coinvestors: 

"In  the  May  15,  1973  issue  of  PENNY-WISE,  the  official  publication  of  the  Early 
American  Coppers  Club,  the  following  appeared:  "Denis  Loring  and  John  Wright  have  accepted 
appointments  to  an  Independent  Certified  Grading  Board  which  is  being  sponsored  by 
First  Coinvestors,  Inc.,  but  which  is  entirely  separate  from  that  institution.  Denis 
will  be  the  responsible  grading  authority  for  the  Early  Date  cents,  while  John  will  perform 
a similar  duty  for  the  Late  Date  cents.  The  appointments  are  on  an  individual  basis  and 
are  not  in  any  way  related  to  the  EAC;  but  they  are  considered  highly  prestigious  and 
P-W  congratulates  Denis  and  John  as  well  as  FCI,  Inc.  on  the  excellent  choices." 

"In  addition,  First  Coinvestors,  Inc.  reports  to  you  that  Mr.  A.  George  Mallis,  co-author 
of  A GUIDE  TO  MORGAN  AND  PEACE  DOLLARS  has  also  agreed  to  join  the  ICGB  and  will  sit  as 
the  expert  in  grading  silver  dollars.  Invitations  have  been  extended  to  other  numismatic 
experts  in  various  fields  to  sit  on  the  Board  and  the  entire  Board  is  expected  to  be  named 
by  the  time  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  Convention  in  August. 

"Numismatic  Literary  Guild  readers  have  read  the  articles  entitled  NEWS  AND  VIEWS 
authored  by  Stanley  Apfelbaum,  President  of  First  Coinvestors,  Inc.,  a firm  located  in 
Albertson,  New  York,  to  curb  the  practice  of  overgrading  rare  coins  by  subjecting  the  coins 
themselves  to  an  Independent  Certified  Grading  Board,  composed  of  experts  in  various 
fields.  The  Board  itself  will  have  complete  independence  and  will  be  the  final  arbiter 
of  whether  or  not  the  coins  the  FCI  group  sells  were  properly  graded. 

"Should  the  grading  of  FCI  fall  below  a certain  standard  set  by  the  Independent  Certified 
Grading  Board,  the  firm  has  agreed  to  legally  bind  itself  to  return  of  the  cost  of  the 
coins  without  further  question.  The  article  requested  that  readers  send  suggestions  to 
Mr.  Apfelbaum  as  to  prominent  numismatists  who  might  like  to  sit  on  the  Board  and  to  also 
egister  their  feelings  about  the  proposal  concerning  the  formation  of  such  a Board.  First 
Coinvestors,  Inc.  reports  that  professional  coin  dealers  of  great  repute  from  California 
to  New  York  State  as  well  as  dozens  of  individuals  who  are  collectors  have  written  to  the 
Company  and  expressed  their  hope  that  the  idea  goes  forward  and  the  plan  becomes  reality. 
Several  dozen  persons  were  suggested  for  invitation  to  the  Board  and  the  Company  is 
presently  seeking  advice  from  outside  sources  as  to  whom  to  invite  for  that  purpose. 

FACT  OR  FICTION 

I have  always  heard  that  drinking  milk  or  gelatin  will  end  brittle  nails.  Now  a 
doctor  has  said  that  the  only  thing  resulting  from  milk  drinking  or  absorption  of 
gelatin  is  profits  for  those  industries.  What  was  fact  is  now  fiction. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  in  the  coin  field  all  too  often  one  writer  will  repeat  that 
which  has  been  accepted  as  the  gospel  even  though  he  or  she  may  have  doubts  as  to  the 
veracity.  Recently,  a columnist  stated  that  many  counterfeit  coins  were  made  with 
platinum  as  the  alloy  because  platinum  was  not  valued  during  the  early  years  of 
American  coinage.  The  questions  arise,  how  many  coins  would  exist  of  this  type,  how 
long  has  platinum  been  valued,  where  would  a counterfeiter  find  platinum  in  quantity 
to  make  coins,  etc.  Has  anyone  actually  seen  platinum  coins  with  United  States  designs? 

The  same  story  has  been  repeated  about  Russian  issues  and  numerous  other  countries. 

With  so  much  smoke  there  probably  is  some  fire  but  the  same  questions  should  be  asked. 

Have  you  personally  seen  the  coins? 

Wouldn’t  it  be  interesting  for  NLG  members  to  write  a column  debunking  or  at 
least  clarifying  some  of  the  many  "truths"  that  may  not  be  completely  true?  An  example 
of  what  has  now  been  accepted  as  a certainty  occurred  when  I wrote  a book  and  mentioned 
that  Josh  Tatum,  the  deaf  mute  who  was  acquitted  of  spending  racketeer  nickels  as  $5 
gold  pieces  was  possibly  responsible  for  the  use  of  the  word  "joshing,"  meaning  to  kid 
or  i-n  jest.  Since  I hazarded  this  opinion  I have  seen  the  item  reproduced  on  numerous 
occasions  indicating  that  this  was  fact.  Possibly  it  was,  but  probably  it  was  not. 

In  any  case,  it  is  an  example  of  how  fiction  becomes  fact.
